Judicial committee rules 
open meetings can vote funds

Last Friday, the Judicial Com- 
mittee released its decision on the 
question of whether an Open 
Meeting may pass a resolution 
"where such a resolution orders or 
requires the expenditure of a 
significant amount of Students' 
Society funds." 

Students' Council has petitioned 
the committee to determine the 
exact legislative authority of Open 
Meetings. The McGill Day Care 
Co-operative and the McGill Daily 
were both granted funds by Open 
Meetings, but Council ignored the 
decisions on the grounds that only 
it could allocate funds. 

A hearing took place on January 
21', with Alan Hilton, former Chief 
Justice of the Judicial Committee, 
arguing that Open Meetings have 
an advisory role only; and Will 
Hoffman, former student council- 
lor, insisting that Open Meetings 
have as much power as Council 
and may overrule Council.; 

The Judicial Committee conclu- 
ded that "the executive committee 
of the Students' Society is bound 
to carry out a clear resolution 
properly passed at a valid Open 



Meeting acting within its jurisdic- 
tion, even when such a resolution 
orders the expenditure of a 
significant amount of Students' 
Society funds." 

According to the decision, the 
basic problem in studying the 
Students' Society constitution was 
"to locate where supreme legisla- 
tive authority is vested" and "to 
determine whether this power lies 
with the institution of the Open 
Meeting or with the Students' 
Council." 

Certain premises were then put 
forth on the relation between a 
collectivity and its constitution. 
Before a constitution is establi- 
shed, all power rests with the 
entire collectivity. When a collect- 
ivity delegates power to a 
representative body, the nature 
and extent of such power is 
defined in a constitution. But 
unless specific authority is. given 
to the representative body "one 
must conclude that the balance of 
power not delegated still remains 
with the collectivity to exercise as 
it sees fit." 

The Judicial Committee then 
considered whether the Students' 



Society constitution delegates all 
legislative power to the Students' 
Council. The committee states that 
"The short answer to that question 
must be no." It notes that since 
the collectivity retains authority 
not exclusively given to Council, 
"one is obliged to construe in its 
widest terms any provision which 
specifically allows the collectivity 
to conduct its own affairs." 

The committee defines the 
power of Open Meetings in this 
way, "the Open Meeting has the 
power to pass resolutions which 
are binding on the executive 
committee on any subject whatso- 
ever that has not been specifically 
allocated to the exclusive jurisdic- 
tion of the Students' Council." 
They also state that Open 
Meetings cannot be overruled by 
Council. 

In areas where exclusive author- 
ity is given to Council, the 
executive committee is bound by a 
decision of Council and Council may 
not be overruled by an Open 
Meeting. However, the realm of 
Council's exclusive authority is not 
outlined in the Judicial Committee 
report. ■

American imperialism expanding 

Sweezy discusses U.S.

"In the last two years American 
capitalism has been in a crisis" 
says American economist Paul 
Sweezy. 

Speaking Friday night before a 
large crowd in Leacock 132, 
Sweezy went on to say, however, 
"the underlying expansionist drive 
of American corporations has not 
been slowed down but is accelera- 
ting." 

The subject of Sweezy's talk was 
"American Imperialism: the La- 
test Stage." He contended that 
while the international position of 
the United States, both economic 
and military, is deteriorating, 
American imperialism continues to 
advance. 

"The global expansion of giant 
corporations has been the core 
phenomenon of the expansion of 
American imperialism since World 
War II; enforced by rules, 
sanctions, and in the final instance, 
force. 



"U.S. policies before and after 
the war aimed at: (1) keeping as 
many countries as possible within 
the 'empire,' i.e., 'free world'; (2) 
devising appropriate international 
rules and institutions; ..and (3) 
building up military strength." 

But in the past two years events 
have occurred which upset Ameri- 
can policies — "the dollar, once the 
standard of international pay- 
ments, has been devalued twice; 
and the omnipotence of the U.S. 
military has been exposed as a 
fraud by the Vietnamese." 

In contrast, Sweezy cites statis- 
tics to show that in the last year 
the foreign earnings of U.S. 
corporations have gone up, some- 
times as much as double. 

He explains this by pointing out 
that much of the capital used by 
American imperialism originates 
in the exploited country. 

Between 1950 and 1972 direct 
foreign investment by U.S. Cor- 
porations rose 700 per cent, from 



12 billion dollars to 94 billion 
dollars. "The amount of capital 
exported from the U.S. in the 
years 1950—1972 came to about 50 
billion dollars, the remaining 
capital came from the recipient 
countries, particularly U.S. subsid- 
iary companies, which invested a 
high percentage of their earnings." 

Once having gained a foothold, 
the large multi-national corpora- 
tions arc- a power unto themselves, 
independent of the fortunes of the 
mother country. The tremendous 
profits these corporations make in 
the exploited country are reinves- 
ted to fuel further expansion. 

Sweezy did say, though, that 
America's weakened position may 
effect this situation. "The Vietnam 
War and the collapse of the 
Brctton-Woods system has grave- 
ly endangered international Amer- 
ican hegemony... the freedom of 
U.S. corporations -to expand is 
hardly likely to remain as it has." 
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In regard to finances, the 
committee's decision states that 
Open Meetings are not necessarily 
limited by Article 11 of the 
constitution which says that "A 
committee shall not receive funds 
unless its budget has been 
approved by the Students' Coun- 
cil." No definite interpretation is 
given to Article 11, but the 
committee states "whatever Art- 



icle 11 may mean, it does not mean 
that the Students' Council has 
exclusive jurisdiction over all 
expenditures of money of the 
Students' Society." 

In answer to the claim that the 
extensive power of Open Meetings 
^leads to the possibility of "mob 
rule", the committee says "For 
several reasons, this is simply not

Maier awaits 
appeal decision

A McGill botany professor who 
was fired last year is still waiting 
for the result of his appeal to the 
Senate Staff Relations Committee. 

Assistant professor Kurt Maier, 
who taught at McGill for six years, 
last April appealed a decision not 
to renew his contract when it 
expired in August, but university 
officials won't discuss the reasons 
for the delay. 

Maicr'sfiringdrew criticism from 
some professors and students in 
the botany ' department, who 
labelled it "unjustified" and part of 
an unofficial policy of science Dean 
Edward Stansbury to streamline 
the biology department by "weed- 
ing out" botany. 

The appeal procedure has been a 
frustrating experience for Maier, 
whose case has been delayed 
several times and who has 
received little response to his 
letters to university authorities. 

Since he is not under contract — 
and so is.not teaching or receiving 
a salary — nor officially fired, he

cannot approach the Canadian 
Association of University Teach- 
ers (CAUT) for help in contesting 
his case. 

Maier said that since the appeal 
committee is taking so long to 
reach a decision, the university 
"could at least pay me my salary." 
He said McGill is using time as a 
weapon against him: "The only 
way of getting rid of me is to 
starve me." 

Economics professor E. F. 
Beach, chairman of the Staff 
Relations Committee, refused to 
comment on the reasons for the 
delays, saying the appeal is 
"confidential" while it is still being 
discussed. 

Biology department chairman 
Gordon MacLachlan was also 
reluctant to discuss Maier's case. 
He said the original decision not to 
renew Maier's contract was based 
on his academic contributions. 
Maier's supporters, however, say 
he was very popular with students 
and has made substantial contri- 
butions.

The last reason cited by the 
committee is that the Students' 
Council must -implement and 
administer the decisions of Open 
Meetings. Open Meetings must 
accept the governing framework 
established by the constitution and 
cannot by-pass this framework. 
This ensures that there will be a 
check on resolutions passed at 
Open Meetings. The role of 
Council is to examine resolutions 
to make sure that they fall within 
the jurisdiction of the Open 
Meeting and that they arc clear in 
their content.

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Students concerned over 
Mater's pending dismissal 

To the editor: 

We are a group of students who 
are at present, or have been in the 
past, enrolled in the Biology 
Department at McGill University. 
We are writing to express our 
deep concern over the pending 
dismissal of Professor Kurt Maier. 

Over the years, we have come to 
know Dr. Maier in several roles. 
First, as a dedicated teacher, who 
has shown great attention to the 
quality of his lecture and laborat- 
ory material. Second, as profes- 
sional biologist, he has always 
made himself available to offer 
advice on research problems. 
Many of us have been impressed 
not only by his knowledge of the 
literature, but also by his 
exceptional proficiency in such 
useful techniques as microscopy 
and microtechnique, photography, 



and the preparation of herbarium 
specimens, as well as his aware- 
ness of the flora of the Quebec 
region. Finally it must be' 
remembered that for many of us 
he has served as a court of expert 
judgement in problems of speci- 
men identification. This is no small 
matter, particularly to those of us 
who have not yet entirely 
abandoned field research in favour 
of the laboratory or computer. In 
this last capacity, Professor Maier 
is unique at McGill, and here his 
contribution extends beyond the 
Biology Department. 

Furthermore, it is difficult to 
accept the suggestion by Dean 
Stansbury, quoted in the Novem- 
ber 23, 1973 issue of the McGill 
Daily, that Dr. Maier's contribu- 
tion to the university is somehow 
unsatisfactory because the sub- 
jects he teaches are "esoteric," and 
uninteresting to students. This 
statement must be protested. 
Certainly, no member of this 
university is J naive enough to 
believe that the • interest of 
students in a particular course can 
be judged solely by enrollment 
figures. We may see classes of 
hundreds of students in which the 
air of boredom is almost suffoca- 
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ting. This was certainly never true 
of any of Dr. Maier's classes. 

In addition, it must be pointed 
out that his Canadian Flora course 
far from being esoteric was one of 
the few refuges remaining in the 
Biology Department for those of 
us who wanted a concrete 
biological approach to the real 
world surrounding us. Through his 
numerous field trips, slides, and 
laboratory displays he gave us a 
very real feeling for the flora of 
the St. Lawrence Lowlands. That 
course is irreplaceable not only for 
those of us in field research, but 
also for those biology students 
who occasionally want to escape 
their laboratories to view the 
whole organisms growing around 
them. Consider also the value of 
that course to students in 
education who found so much more 
material in it of use to them in 



their future careers, than they 
could in most of the department's 
other courses. 

In view of the fact that many of 
us feel that Professor Maier makes 
a very vital contribution to the 
department, by reason of the 
diversity of his skills, we urge the 
university to consider his case in a 
fair and, open manner, and allay 
students' fears that their interests 
are of little concern. 

We must also add that we urge 
the university to resolve Dr. 
Maier's case as soon as possible, in 
view of the hardship imposed on 
him by having to go so long neither 
employed nor definitely unem- 
ployed. His case should be decided 
on its merits. Leaving matters in 
abeyance until the problem, at 
least on the surface, solves itself 
by having Dr. Maier finding work 
elsewhere is not a solution which 



will do McGill honour.

Law for whom? 

"The longer you accept the intolér- 
able the mure tolerable it becomes, 
and the less respect you have for 
yourself. " 



On the first day at the McGill law faculty 
the Dean told us that as students of law we 
must expect to work, very hard and be 
willing to sacrifice much. I entered law 
school with the desired academic attitude, 
but the question is, must we sacrifice our 
self-respect, our social consciousness, and 
most important of all — our respect for our 
fellow man. 

Since that first day we have always been 
spoken to as though we boys and girls 
should consider ourselves privileged to be a 
part of tfieir institution. We must do as they 
tell us, and more, if we are ever to acquire 
the all-powerful law degree. 

Now, five months after that first day, I 
begin to understand what that "more" 
comprises. I must be willing to be treated as 
an ill-mannered child for the next three 
years. ' I must accept my professor's 
interpretation of the law as the law. To 
argue with a professor on a specific point is 
'acceptable — after all, the children have to 
learn how to express themselves. However, 
to attempt to show the professor how the 
laws he teaches are tools in the hands of the 
ruling minority — to show him how his 
failure to point this out is part of the 
moulding of this bourgeois minority — is to 
be branded as a trouble maker. 

Rich man's law 

Every day, day after day, these so-called 
educators teach us the laws of the rich from 
a rich man's perspective. Must we fight for 
articles put on reserve? Would it not be 
more educational to search for alternate 
perspectives of the subject matter, 
perspectives other than the bourgeois one 
given to us by the educator and his 
recommended author, an article putting the 
subject into its proper working class 
perspective? Does the library contain such 
material? 

We fight on at the reserve desk, for we all 
know that come, exam time we must show 
our educator that we have reached an 
understanding of his understanding. We 
must try to outdo each other in the 
acquirement of his understanding because 
some day at the end of term — for two or 
three hours — we will have to spew back 
lectures and an author's opinion to obtain the 
acceptable standard — after all, no one 
owes us a law degree. - 

In the McGill law school we are taught 
that a nation's law system is a mirror of that 
society at any given moment in its 



evolution. I see a very sad reflection. 

It would seem that the average citizen is 
a partner in a business and earning no less 
than $50,000 a year. The laws have been 
structured to suit his needs. We are shown 
that every citizen has some self-centred 
motivation for his every deed, and that the 
citizen's commercial needs must be 
protected. When we enter the legal 
profession we will be compensated by these 
men for our able handling of their problems. 
While in law school you must channel your 
greed, and be satisfied that the professor's 
arbitrary mark is compensation enough. 

In the first year of law school you want to 
be a lawyer so badly, and the competition 
not to get "weeded" out is so fierce, that 
you passively accept that "they" are in full 
control of every aspect of our legal 
formation. In second year your ego has been 
completely boosted by your "success" in 
law, and you now know that you are good 
enough to be a lawyer — if only "they" will 
let you. Then comes third year. You are 
now probably conditioned to do exactly 
what "they" have asked of you, and you 
have come to realize that to "succeed" in 
law you must do as those in authority 
demand and live up to their standards, 
Besides you are so fed up with the place that 
you arc willing to do anything to get out. 
Law for whom? 

So there we are, that is the formation of a 
lawyer. You must learn the laws and 
attitudes of the rich, to be used for the rich, 
as taught to you by the rich. To call them 
"rich man's law" is to have an unsuitable 
attitude. After all — the free (for whom) 
enterprise system must be protected (from 
whom and for whom)! 

To acquire an understanding of the 
working class within the rich man's legal 
system one cannot study at McGill's law 
faculty. To understand the working class' 
distrust of the legal profession one should 
definitely spend a year in McGill's faculty of 
law — for there you are taught to compete 
with your fellow man, there you are taught 
to expect remuneration for every effort, 
there you are taught that success is the 
name of the game — after all, no one owes 
you a law degree. 

The faculty teaches us that Quebec's 
political realities are to be ignored so long 
as they do not affect or attack the "free 
enterprise system." Like good boys and

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Star planned massive purge of news

It is with sensationalist 
headlines like the one above that 
the Montreal Star rallied once 
airain to promote leading Soviet 
"dissident" Alcksandr Solzhenit- 
syn by publishing a three-part 
scries on his latest book. 

More than one month after the 
excerpts from "The Gulag Archi- 
pelago" first appeared, newspa- 
pers and magazines arc still falling 
over each other trying to highlight 
yet another aspect of what the 
New York Times described as the 
most complete, "carefully docu- 
mented and painstakingly assem- 
bled" study ever done of the 
Soviet system. 

In fact, however, the work is a 
compilation of rumours and distor- 
tions by an extremely right-wing 
intellectual who, with the help of 
the western press, has succeeded 
in confusing many people about 




what really ails the Soviet Union 
today. 

It is not that Stalin, to some 
degree, and most certainly the 
present Soviet leadership, do not 
deserve criticism. The point is how 
the criticism is made, and why — 
from what political perspective? 

To begin with, Solzhenitsyn's 
book is hardly the well-ducumen- 
ted history it is touted to be. 
Sleight of hand 

Forsaking accuracy in favour of 
a flaming account, the Star 
introduces its Solzhenitsyn scries 
with the fron page banner 
headline, "Stalin planned massive 
purge of Jews." This transformed 
an accusation into a fact, a sleight 
of hand that was not offset by the 
smaller title above the main 
headline about Solzhenitsyn mak- 
ing a "charge" in his newest book. 

What is Solzhenitsyn's docu- 
mentation for so devastating an 
accusation? He concedes he bases 
it on "rumours." Not surprisingly, 
then, in the text of his book 
Solzhenitsyn does not come out 
and say Stalin did plan a pogrom of 
Jews; he confines himself to 
saying that "it would seem" Stalin 
"intended" such a massacre. 
Harrison Salisbury of the New 
York Times reported the pogrom 
tale was but one of the many 
"sensational versions of what 



Stalin had intended." He said 
Solzhenitsyn's proof for his theory 
was that such action "was 
consistent with Stalin's charac- 
ter." The Star transformed ac- 
cusation into fact a second time 
with an inside headline saying 
Stalin was "linked to Tsarist 
secret police." 

; This second major accusation 
rests on even flimsier evidence. It 
is based, according to Solzhenit- 
syn, on his hunch about second- 
hand information obtained from a 
former official and Sozhenitsyn's 
own belief in "a psychological 
obsession" of Stalin's. (One wishes 
Solzhenitsyn would be less Freud- 
ian and more historical in his 
analysis.) Indeed, Salisbury is 
forced to concede that "several 
serious scholarly attempts" made 
in recent years to verify similar 
suspicions have, after "exhaustive 
examination" of records, turned up 
"no conclusive data." 

In the face of such demonstra- 
bly serious gaps in Solzhenitsyn's 
charges, one cannot help but doubt 
the sincerity of the Star's 
editorialists, who remarked off- 
handedly, that the disclosures in 
his "historical document" are "not 
all new." More to the point, they 
are not at all proven true. 
Freudian hypotheses 

The two "disclosures" by Sol- 
zhenitsyn which the Star consider- 
ed major thus become, at best, 
Freudian" hypotheses lacking any 
supportive data; at worst, deliber- 
ately distorted slanders. Other - 
more minor "revelations" fare little 
better. Solzhenitsyn states unequi- 
vocably that Stalin witnessed the 
"purge trials"; his evidence is an 
eye-witness account of a match 
flare and the outlines of a pipe 
behind a curtain! The Soviet 
writer also calculates the number 
of people "purged" or killed 
according to "figures from rumours 
quite fresh at the time." 

The remainder of the articles 
and excerpts from "The Gulag 
Archipelago" arc a curious mix- 
ture of two basic strands. On the 
one hand, Solzhenitsyn's creative 
style presents a series of moving 
personal biographies. With the 
skill of a talented writer, Solzhenit 
syn relates stories which, if not 
amenable to historical proof, are 
gripping and effective. But, on the 
other hand, the stories are 
carefully intertwined with a 
twisted analysis of history to 
"prove" Solzhenitsyn's thesis: that 
socialism is and has been the root 
of all evil in the Soviet Union, 
changing little in its terrorism and 
oppression under the leadership of 
Lenin, Stalin, Khruschev or 
Brezhnev. 

Essentially reactionary 

It is here that the essentially 
reactionary nature of Solzhenit-

girls we must simply work hard and ignore 
the fact that the institution is eroding our 
self-respect, our creativness, our ability to 
formulate opinions, our communal instinct, 
and most of all we must forget that we are 
each and every one of us part of the 
Québécois nation as it struggles into 
creation by freeing itself of the ever-pres- 
ent stranglehold of the ruling minority. 
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syn's politics becomes clearly 
exposed. For two key questions 
have to be asked: Were all 
occurrences in the Soviet Union 
during Stalin's era the inevitable 
result of a socialist system, as 
Solzhenitsyn maintains, or rather 
were some the specific shortcom- • 
ings of an individual leader within 
given historical conditions? And is 
the present authoritarian regime 
in the Soviet Union in any way 
socialist, or rather a capitalist 
superpower like the U.S., seeking 
world hegemony? 

For Aleksandr Solzhenitsyn, 
things went wrong starting with 
the Bolshevik revolutipn. He uses 
one major tactic to launch his 
all-out attack on socialism and 
anything related to it: In one 
unbroken chain, he links the 
victory of Lenin, the advances and 
errors of Stalin, and the betrayal 
of Khruschev .and his successors. 
Ignoring historical conditions and 
changes, Solzhenitsyn makes ho 
distinction between the necessar- 
ily brutal measures that Lenin, 
with the wide support of the 
Soviet people, used to prevent 
invading foreign armies and local 
reactionaries from restoring an 
oppressive society; the over 
extended and at times incorrect 
means Stalin employed to defend 
the world's first socialist state 
under siege from western powers 
and Hitlerite fascism; and finally, 
the qualitative changes Soviet 
society underwent as Khruschev 
and his followers led the country 
back to a repressive capitalist 
economy. 

Solzhenitsyn's interpretation of 
Soviet history has gained such

credence among those genuinely 
interested in freeing people from 
oppression because of a virtual 
news blackout on alternative 
analyses of Stalin and the Soviet 
Union" today. 

Cold War tactic 
' A frank appraisal of Stalin's era 
is made difficult, it should be 
noted, by the exaggerations which 
have thrown a veil of horror over 
the period. We have already seen 
how the press carried on this Cold 
War tactic with its coverage of the 
latest Solzhenitsyn work, n 

Solzhenitsyn insists that Stalin's 
actions were the inevitable result 
of socialism. With less Freud and 
more facts, one could argue 
instead that problems in a society 
are inevitable only to the extent 
that they arise from contradictions 
between the productive forces (the 
level and type of economic 
development) and the relations of 
production (the social class struc- 
ture) — in other words, when a 
given social system can no longer 
meet the needs of the majority of 
people. 

For example, while literally 
millions of North Americans are 
starving far below official poverty 
lines, governments pay farmers to 
cither burn or not grow their 
crops. This dilemma, just one of 
many plaguing the irrational 
western economies, has little to do 
with either Nixon or Trudeau as 
individuals. For while their speci- 
fic actions may slightly improve or 
worsen matters, they cannot 
change the basic profit-seeking 
basis of agribusiness which deter- 
mines our food supply.

Tremendous progress 
On the other hand, the tremen- 
dous social and economic progress 
marked by the Soviet, people in 
Lenin's and Stalin's time, in the 
face of overwhelming external and 
internal obstacles, is an indication 
that Stalin's mistakes did not 
originate in the socialist system 
itself. But even in a social system 
meeting the peoples' needs, 
problems can arise if incorrect 
policies and methods are used. 
Thus, as a socialist leader, Stalin 
erroneously isolated himself from 
the masses of people, developing a 
blind faith in his own abilities. 
Lack of an integral reliance 
between the leadership and the 
base, as exists for example in 
present-day China, was at the root 
of most of Stalin's errors. One of 
the gravest of these was his 
handling of "contradictions among 
the people": in attempting to deal 
with counter-revolutionaries, Stal- 
in wronged many loyal Commun- 
ists and honest citizens. 

It is, of course, impossible to 
produce a comprehensive analysis 
of Stalin's era in a few paragraphs. 
The point here is simply to suggest 
that Solzhenitsyn's interpretation, 
hardly a historical one, is an 
extremely limited way to look at a 
very complicated period. 

What about the Soviet Union 
today, heralded by Solzhenitsyn, 
among others, as typically Com- 
munist and authoritarian? A look 
at why some people feel the Soviet 
Union is now a capitalist super- 
power, and the reasons why the 
press is so eagerly promoting 
Solzhenitsyn's views, will be the 
subject of the second part of this 
article.

McGill's Stella 
Srebrnik and Brenda Thompson 
kept Sir George running after 
spikes, while Barb Dawson and 
Ida Chow each dealt 10 consec- 
utive serves in controlling the ball 
for McGill.

Bob O'Reilly's third period goal 
enabled the McGill hockey Red- 
men to earn a 5-5 tic with the 
Université' de Sherbrooke Vert et 
Or in a contest played Friday 
night. The draw kept McGill two 
points ahead of Sherbrooke in the 
QUAA standings, as the teams 
fight for the fourth and final 
play-off spot. 

Redman Bcrnie Quinlan opened 
the scoring with a shorthanded 
goal at 7:55 of the first. period. He 
stole the puck deep in the 
Sherbrooke zone, split the defence, 
walked in alone, and slipped the 
puck in on the short side. The 
period ended with McGill on top 
1-0, and the main reason for this 
was the superb goaltending of 
McGill nctminder Jean Millette. 

In the second period, Sher- 
brooke quickly tied the game when 
Jean Lamourcux took a pass from 
Michel Marchand and steered the 
puck inside the left goal post 
behind goaler Millette. The Red- 
men jumped back into the lead as 
Graham McLaughlin, one of 
McGill's top scorers, tallied twice. 
The first came on a great 
xhibition of stickhandling as he 
ck in from the 
blueline, outmanoeuvred the 
entire Sherbrooke team, and 
jammed the disc under the goaler. 
His second came on a blast from 
the blue line after Bertrand Hould 
had passed him the puck from the 
corner. 

McGill was leading 3-1 at this 
point when they fell into a short 
lapse, deciding to sit back and 
protect their two goal lead. 
However, .this philosophy rarely 
works, as was the case this 
evening. Sherbrooke scored four 
goals in ten minutes as the 
Rcdmen consistently failed to 
clear the puck from in front of 
their net. 

Before the period ended, McGill 
got one of the goals back. Robbie 
Vrolyk set up Mike Callaghan in 
front of the Sherbrooke net when 
the balding right winger deflected 
the puck into the net off his leg 
while sliding on his back. 

The third period was all McGill 
as they oulskatcd and outhit the 



Vert ct Or. Bob O'Reilly's goal, at 
3:22 of the frame, came on a hight 
booming drive that cleanly beat 
the Sherbrooke netmindcr. The 
Redmen then had many great 
opportunities to win the contest 
but the goaltending of Sher- 
brooke's Jacques Duquette kept 
frustrating their efforts and the 
game ended in a tie. 

McGill outshot Sherbrooke 16-5 
in this period, indicating that the 
Vert et Or were lucky to escape 
with a saw-off.

. The McGill basketball Redmen 
lost a pair of exhibition games this 
past weekend. On Friday even- 
ing, they suffered a heartbreaking 
68-67 overtime loss to Queen's 
Golden Gaels- and on Saturday 
afternoon they, were dumped 85-76 
by New Hampshire College. 

Against Queen's, the Redmen 
held a halftime lead of nine points, 
31-22.

The" New Hampshire contest 
became a battle of the big men as 
NHC's Fred Petty , (7'2") and 
Redmen Peredy (6'8"j dominated.

The first half was poorly played, 
with neither squad showing much. 
Field goal percentages "were low

However, despite being even 
colder than the Redmen, New 
Hampshire still grabbed a 34-29 
lead. This can be attributed to 
their offensive rebounding as they 
came down with nine while McGill 
had just four.
